TH E MATTER OF ICE 


It is natural for men to want to “make money ” Making money hon­ 
estly is a worthy occupation, and should be encouraged. 
But 
dishonest 
money making is a conscience killer, a character murderer. No man can 
make money dishonestly without doing a wrong to someone, and often to 
the entire public. 
One of the most common methods of making money dishonestly 
is 
through combinations rn restrain of competition. This sort of money-get 
ting is becoming so common that it enters into nearly every business, 
and the tendency to increase the number and strength of these 
combina­ 
tions is growing, notwithstanding the increasing public demand for their 
discontinuance. 
La Crosse had a splendid object lesson in the sort of thing when, 
contemporaneously with the gift to Messrs. Gelatt and their associates 
of $200,000 of common stock in the La Crosse Gas & Electric company a 
deal was entered into by which the Central Electric company 
(an 
inde­ 
pendent competing lighting and power plant) was “leased” to the former 
company in order that competition might be destroyed and higher prices 
charged. Immediately the cost of lighting and power doubled. Then the 
Wisconsin Light & Power company, a 
second 
independent 
competing 
plant, was started, and prices were at once reduced to their former level. 
This furnished a convincing local demonstration of the value of COMPE­ 
TITION. 
These combinations are morally wrong and are in violation of law 
Hence they arc usually done in secret without any written evidence being 
created. The parties to a combine enter orally into a pact known as a 
“gentlemen's agreement.” 
It appears that La Crosse is to have another object lesson 
We refer 
to the cold proposition entertained by the ice men for artificially increas­ 
ing the price of ice. Some time ago The Tribune published a story to 
the effect taht the ice men had dividrd the territory and entered into a 
“gentlemen’s agreement" that there should be no competition. This was 
denied. Tuesday The Tribune was able to show that the next step had 
been taken at a meeting of ice men whereat a “gentlemen’s agreement” 
was entered into whereby the price of ice was to be raised about 50 per 
cent This will also be denied, but the people will know that it is true 
when they come to pay their ice bills. The figure quoted is said by pat­ 
rons of the companies to be $3.50 per ton. It costs less than 35 cents per 
ton to put up ice: that shows that there is a profit of 1,000 per cent, less the 
cost of distribution, deterioration of equipment, etc. Supposing that 
this 
reduces it to a little matter of 500 percent profit, the figures are still suffi 
clernly glaring to demonstrate that there is “money in” these 
“gentle­ 
men’s agreements.” 


While ice merchandising is private business, it has in its relation to 
the public all the elements of a public service. No franchise is required, 
that is all the difference. 


That the La Crosse public will resent this sort of 
“money making” 
seems certain. There should be organized a public company whose busi-
